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Tardy Students May Have To 
Look For New Surroundings 


The principals of schools in the 
Olds School Division, at a recent 
meeting expressed considerable con- 
cern over a number of pupils who 
are doing far less in school than 
their ability warrants, In other 
words, it is felt that a number of 
pupils are loafing. 

The trustees of the Olds School 
Division are much concerned over 
this situation. The attention of 
students and parents is drawn to 
one of the General Regulations of 
the Department of Education gov- 
cerning the operation of schools, a 
regulation which has the force of 
law:- 

“Every pupil registered in any 
school shall be required to attend 
regularly and punctually — to be 
clean and tidy in person and 
clothes — to be diligent in studies, 
kind and courteous tw classmates, 
and obedient and respectful to the 
teacher, and to conform to the 
rules of the school.” 

Principals have been directed by 
the board to study carefully the 
attainment and attitude of each 
pupil at the time of the first re- 
port (November) directly as well 
as through consulation with assist- 
ant teachers. Where it is found 
that a pupil’s marks are below what 
can be reasonably expected of that 
pupil, the pupil and parents shall 
be advised to that effect in writing. 

If, at the time of the second re- 
port, there has not been the re- 
quired improvement, the pupil and 


parent shall again be warned in 
writing and the superintendent 
notified, who shall report to the 
board. 


If, after four weeks, the pupil's 
attitude and attainment is still 
considered unsatisfactory, the pupil 
will be suspended for the balance 
of the term. 

It is not the wish of the teaching 
staff nor of the trustees that any 
pupil be so suspended. What is 
wanted 1s diligent application to 


studies by all pupils.

FALLOUT — LIVESTOCK 


What Measures Should Be 
Taken To Protect Poultry? 


Measures for protecting poultry 
are the same as those recommend- 
ed for other farm animals. Flocks 
housed in concrete buildings would 
be better protected from fallout 
than those housed in wooden build- 
ings. Radioactive materials might 
show up in the eggs if hens eat 
contaminated fecd. But most of 
the radioactive strontium will col- 
very little will 
collect in the yolk or in the white 


What Animal Food Products Are 
Safe To Market After Fallout? 

You will receive specific instruc- 
tions from the Civil Defence auth- 
orities based on the amount of fall- 
out received. Do not destroy any 
animal food products unless spoil- 
age has made them inedible. Con- 
taminated food products may be 
safe for consumption if they can 
be stored for a period of time to 
allow the radioactivity to decay. 


What Do I Do If Animals 
Die From Fallout? 

Some of your animals may be af- 
fected so severely from fallout they 
may die in a few days or weeks af- 
ter being exposed. Others will be 
unthrifty; they may have to. be 
slaughtered. Do not slaughter any 
of your livesiock unicss you are 
told to do 80 by Civil Defence or 
agricultural authorities

Let’s Shed Some Light 
On The Subject 

Correct lighting in @ home pro- 
vides visual comfort, and adds to 
the use, appearance and enjoyment 
of a home. Good light should flex- 
ibly serve the changing activities 
and varying moods of the family. 
A good way to find out if rooms 
have sufficient light is to have the 
electrician test each room with a 
light meter. 

Faultiess lighting should be free 
from glare, shadows and too much 
contrast, 

Shun glare by covering bulbs 
with shades, remembering to re- 
move inflammable cellophane. Cel- 
lophane on shades causes 
to develop. ’ 

Get the most from your lights. 
Dust absorbs 60% of the light given 
off by neglected bulbs. Dust fix- 
tures frequently. 

Lamp shades that flare owt 
spread the light over a larger area 
than the drum or vertical kind. 
White shades blend with different 
color schemes and don’t absorb the 
light. Fibre glass and other wash- 
able shades are very practical be- 
cause they are easily cleaned. 

When writing or doing close work, 
Position the light so the shadows 
fall behind. When reading, the 
bottom of the lamp shade at your 
side should be at eye level. A lamp 
behind you with its shade above 
eye level is best placed 10 inches 
behind the shoulder near the rear 
corner of the chair. 


Too much contrast between light 
and dark shadows cause eye strain. 
An example of this is watching TV 
with the rest of the room in total 
darkness. Some other light should 
be provided in the room.

Agriculture is made up of many 
individual farm units — each unit 
is small but collectively forms a 
Great industry. No industry, wheth- 
er it be manufacturing, transporta- 
tion or agriculture, can stand still 
and maintain its proper place in 
society. It must change and alter 
to the trends and conditions of the 
time. 

Farming is subject to these 
changes; those involved in the 
will prosper best if they 
realize thig and bend their manage- 
ment and program to the trends. 
Can a single farmer make changes 
and alter his program as markets 
fluctuate and demands change? 
Yes, he can and he must to keep in 
pace with the rest of society. 

A farmer cannot change his op- 
erations to follow the ups and 
downs of short market cycles or 
ovher short-time oflutuations. He 
will be more successful if he can 
follow a well-balanced plan which 
is flexible; allowing him to follow 
the general trend and latest ad-| 
vanements in agriculture. 

The plan must be a good one and | 
include all the aspects of the farm 
resources such as land use; crop- 
ping and livestock management, 
buildings and machinery, together 
with labor and capital available. 
To establish an overall farming 
program, the best place to start is 
with a complete evaluation of pres- 
ent operations. Carefully observe 
present conditions, discover the 
problems in the farm operations; 
analyze the business aspect of the 
program, consider alternatives, get 
all available information, then de- 
cide what can be done to improve | 
the present operations and manag- 
ment of the farm. 

When this is completed, it is time 
to establish a suitable plan for 
your farm and its resources. When 
a full program is well and wisely 
planned it should, when put into | 
actua] practice on the farm, give | 
you great satisfaction in a susstain- 
ed remuneration and pleasant livli- | 
hood, |
